items of furniture were made of slabs and at times there 
would be some especially prized item, such as a cupboard 
which the family had carried across the plains. The 
floors were dirt for the most part, although wooden 
floors were not unknown. The fireplace was used both 
for heating and cooking; and since matches were un- 
obtainable, the pioneers started fire with flint or bor- 
rowed a light from their neighbors. Borrowing fire was 
an early morning ritual. John Huber notes that the 
family who raised the first smoke in the morning could 
count on someone immediately coming in with a fire
